Someone once said to me 
that Facebook is useful for 
keeping in touch with people 
who you don’t really want 
to meet, and Twitter is for 
meeting those that you do. 

Social networking is 
sometimes said to have a 
disruptive influence on physical 
social interaction, distancing people from their local 
communities and even leading to antisocial or riotous 
behaviour. My experience of Twitter, however, has been 
quite the reverse. 

One of the most useful things about Twitter is that it 
can give users direct contact with organisations and 
other people in their local area. You can hear about 
things happening locally, discuss it with others and 
then get involved, all using short messages of 140 
characters and links to pages on the internet. 

I think it’s the public, open nature of Twitter that 
allows discussion and enables it to act as a public 
forum, as well as a virtual noticeboard. The beauty 
of the system is that it allows direct connection and 
communication between all users. 

There might be people who live a few streets away 
from each other, who might have been sitting at 
home watching the TV, working alone, or travelling to 
socialise in other parts of London, who all of a sudden 
find people who live in their neighbourhood that they 
have things in common with. They might simply have a 
shared interest in their local area, care about it, and find 
that together they can form a community and support 
local companies, campaigns, initiatives and events. 

So how is Twitter useful for me as a Walthamstow 
resident? One of the first prolific local users of Twitter 
that I found was Walthamstow Scene (@stowscene), 
and then pubs such as the Rose and Crown (@ 
roseandcrownpub), cafes like Le Delice (@ledelicee17) 
and community hubs like The Mill at Coppermill Lane 
(©themillel 7), galleries like the Tokarska Gallery (@ 
tokarskagallery) or the friends of William Morris Gallery 
(@friendsofmorris). 

The EMD cinema campaign has been strongly 
represented (@saveourcinema) as is the El 7 art trail (@ 
el 7arttrail) and recently developing or new initiatives like 
the market at Wood Street (@woodstmarket) and the 
rejuvenated Walthamstow Market (@walthamstowmrkt). 
The Big 6 events can also be followed (@Thebig6events). 

Most significant for me though is how Twitter has been 
great for meeting other people in the neighbourhood, 
people who have become friends and who care 
about the place we live and want to make it better.

Urban Classic promises 
to be a really exciting 
event, bringing together 
top musicians whose paths 
might not ordinarily cross and 
exposes fans of both classical 
and urban music to different 
styles and possibilities.

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Walthamstow Market 
makeover 

• Changes to market will make it a better place to shop 

• New stalls, improvements to cleanliness and stall layout planned 




The Council is making 
Walthamstow Market 
an even better shopping 
experience by introducing 
new types of stalls, 
improvements to the 
layout, new canopies for 
stalls and enhancements 
to cleanliness. 

The changes are being 


made to try and encourage 
a wider array of stallholders 
to trade in the market 
and enhance the offer of 
Walthamstow as a place 
to shop. 

The new-look market will 
be launching on Saturday 31 
March with live entertainment 
between 11 am and 3pm at 


the St James Street end of 
the market where the new 
stalls will be. Sixty new stalls 
including craft, vintage, 
fashion and grocery stalls 
were chosen from over 130 
applications. 

The new layout will make 
it easier for pedestrians to 
cross from one side of the 
street to the other and each 
stall will have new awnings 
and clear back covers to 
create a uniform look and 
allow better visibility of shops 
along the High Street. 

As well as smartening up 
the look of the stalls and the 
feel of the market, the Council 
has also been working hard 
to improve cleanliness. The 
introduction of better ways 
for traders to dispose of their 
rubbish and recycling has 
meant that we now recycle 
around 10 tonnes a week, 
compared to nothing six 
months ago. 

Walthamstow Market is a 
real asset to the borough. 


It’s over 125 years old and 
is often cited as the longest 
outdoor street market in 
Europe, so the Council wants 
to make the most of it and 
make sure it both meets the 
needs of local people and 
becomes a destination for 
those visiting the borough. 

The investment comes as 
part of an overall package 
of investment in various 
regeneration projects 
throughout the borough 
totalling £23 million. The 
Council’s ultimate aim is 
to create a better place to 
live, providing residents 
with better streets, better 
shopping and a better array 
of leisure opportunities.

The tour is part of an array 
of celebrations marking the 
Queen’s 60-year reign. 

To help celebrate the 
occasion and offer the 
warmest possible Waltham 
Forest welcome more than 
2,000 schoolchildren and 
senior citizens have been 
invited to attend on the day. 

The Royal couple will 
attend a luncheon at the 
Town Hall, but further details 
are currently under wraps. 

“We’re honoured to 
have been included as part 
of the Diamond Jubilee 
celebrations,” Chris Robbins, 
Leader of Waltham Forest 
Council, told WFN. 

“I’m sure many residents 
will be out in force to 
welcome the Queen to the 


borough and to celebrate her 
Diamond Jubilee.” 

Earlier in the year the 
Council announced that local 
neighbourhoods would be 
getting up to £5,000 each 
to celebrate either the 2012 
Games or the Diamond 
Jubilee. Funding will be 
available via Community Ward 
Forums while the Council helps 
by organising road closures 
and insurance.

Creating a better borough 

Waltham Forest Council has five key priorities to help improve the lives of residents. 
In this edition we look at what is being done to regenerate our borough. 


The Council’s plans to 
regenerate Waltham 
Forest centre on three key 
areas: giving residents 
better streets; better 
shopping and better 
leisure opportunities. 

First and foremost, the 
focus is on making day-to- 
day life better for residents. 
You’ve told us what you want 
is reasonable enough: the 
perks and options offered by 
any modern town centre. 

By achieving these core 
aims, we hope not just to 
make Waltham Forest a 
better place for you, but 
also bring in business and 
encourage more residents 
to lay down roots. Some of 
these aims can be achieved 
by the Council itself, while 
others will need a less direct 
approach. 

Here are some examples of 
what the Council is doing to 
make its regeneration plans 
a reality. 


Neighbourhood planning 


As part of a national drive, 
Waltham Forest will be 
piloting two new schemes 
in Highams Park and 
Leytonstone which aim to 
give local people more say 
on planning policies in their 
neighbourhoods. 

This could mean 
influencing the look and 
feel of the place and setting 
out policies as to where 
new homes, shops and 
businesses should be 
located. This process begins 
when 21 or more residents 
form a Neighbourhood 
Forum which then consults 
with local residents on its 
plans. The Council received 
Government funding to 
kickstart two schemes, and a 
meeting of the Highams Park 
Forum took place earlier in 
the month to discuss the 
matter. Watch this space for 
further updates. 


Looking good 


Making the borough’s 
streets and shopfronts 
easier on the eye makes 
sense on a number of levels. 
First and foremost, a better 
looking high street makes 
for a neighbourhood we 
can all be proud of. Beyond 
being aesthetically pleasing, 
however, it can also have a 
knock-on effect: if a place 
looks smarter and brighter, 
it’s more likely to draw in 
more shoppers and more 
businesses and ultimately 
make an area 
more prosperous. 

While many residents 
and businesses showcase 
outstanding civic pride - 
see the Love Your Borough 
Awards for proof - the Council 
has also tried to help things 
along with its shopfronts 
scheme. This is most clearly 
in evidence in Leyton, where 
16 businesses have had their 


windows, shutters, awnings 
and facades improved with 
Council assistance. Plans are 
also afoot for similar work in 
Walthamstow, Wood Street, 
Blackhorse Road, and the 
Council is also starting to 
look at what can be done 
elsewhere. All of this, of 
course, goes hand in hand 
with improvements to streets 
and pavements. 


Shopping around 


High on residents ‘want list’ 
is having a wider variety of 
shops and stores to choose 
from. As such, a lot of work is 
being done behind the scenes 
to try to improve what our 
town centres have to offer. 
Two major developments are 
already underway in the heart 
of Walthamstow, and, on a 
smaller scale, the Council 
is also working to improve 
Walthamstow Market (see 
page 3 for more details) and 


support traders at Wood 
Street Indoor Market (more 
information on page 7). 

In another move to improve 
trade, the Council has 
implemented a new scheme 
whereby shoppers can stop 
off in parts of Chingford for 
15 minutes without having to 
buy a parking voucher: perfect 
for stopping off for a pint of 
milk on your way home from 
work or picking up a box of 
tea bags while you do the 
morning school run. 


More to do 


While improvements to your 
local shops and streets are a 
key priority, we also know that 
leisure time, too, is important, 
and that’s why it features so 
prominently in our regeneration 
plans. 

In the last edition of Waltham 
Forest News we told you about 
major plans for the borough’s 
leisure centres, five of which 


will be overhauled while the 
Pool and Track is completely 
rebuilt. The refurbished 
William Morris Gallery is set 
to be open before the 2012 
Games, as is nearby Lloyd 
Park. Elsewhere, a new park 
is being constructed in the 
Blackhorse Lane area as part 
of regeneration plans. 

In the longer term the 
Council is currently waiting 
to hear whether its Heritage 
Lottery Fund bid to open up 
Walthamstow Wetlands is 
successful in May. If funding 
is approved, this will reap 
staggering rewards for 
residents of all ages.

The worlds of waste disposal and art rarely collide, but that’s 
exactly what happened when the North London Waste Authority 
helped London artist David Hall with his new commission. 

David is a pioneer of video art in Britain and his exhibition ‘1001 
TV Sets (End Piece)’ has been put together with the help of 
hundreds of old and unwanted cathode ray tube TV sets supplied 
by North London Councils, including Waltham Forest. 

The exhibition fills the University of Westminster’s massive 
Ambika P3 subterranean exhibition space, and heralds the end 
of analogue TV in the UK as London finally switches to digital 
television on 18 April.

Clamping down on 
anti-social behaviour 


• New measures in place to tackle anti-social behaviour borough-wide 

• New staff and a more tactical approach to offer a ‘rapid response’ to the 
issues that concern you most 


As part of last month’s 
budget the Council agreed 
to invest an extra £200,000 
in tackling another key 
concern for residents: 
anti-social behaviour in 
public places. 

The aim is to create a 
flexible, ‘rapid response’ 
service that can respond 
quickly to issues as and 
when they arise, cracking 
down on any form of anti¬ 
social behaviour (ASB) be it 
street drinking, illegal trading, 
aggressive begging or general 
inconsiderate rowdiness. 

The extra funding will 
go towards bolstering the 
Council’s existing work, 
paying for a dedicated ASB 
officer to focus on both new 
and existing problems. They 
will work with other Council 
teams and police partners 


to ensure the resources 
go where they need to go 
in order to tackle problem 
issues. The ASB officer will 
also attend court on behalf 
of the Council, seeking 
to obtain ASBOs for local 
people or, in the case of 
those who come from other 
boroughs to cause trouble, 
ban individuals from Waltham 
Forest altogether. 

Another new role will 
also be created to help 
with this work: a part- 
time outreach worker with 
Russian language skills. 

This is because Russian 
is commonly understood 
by Eastern Europeans, a 
small number of whom 
are responsible for certain 
types of ASB. The outreach 
worker will help individuals 
understand why they are 


being targeted; explain any 
legal obligations and offer 
practical solutions such as 
substance abuse counselling 
or repatriation. 

The project will be 
strengthened yet further 
by making more tactical 
use of all the powers 
available to the Council, 
such as dispersal zones 
and designated public place 
orders. It is hoped that the 
new project will be up and 
running by April. 

The actions of a 
troublesome minority can 
put us off going to certain 
areas or detract from our 
enjoyment of where we live. 
In the past it was people 
selling bootleg DVDs or 
tricksters setting up illegal 
gambling stalls, and while 
the Council has clamped 


down on those activities 
we’re now getting more and 
more complaints concerning 
street drinkers or groups 
whose behaviour might not 
be criminal but is clearly 
anti-social and off-putting to 
residents and visitors alike. 

This new project gives the 
Council more power and 
more flexibility to tackle the 
issues that irritate residents 
the most and ultimately make 
Waltham Forest a better 
place in which to live, work 
or study.
